Man Who Claims He 
Saw Suitcase Taken 
From Auto Asserts 
Officer Had Him Ar- 


rested Last Summer. 


The Folice Department today 
called for a full report from a 
detective whc, reportedly acting 
on orders of Lt. Louis Shoulders, 
bought a bus -icket last summer 
for Frank Beninato, a new wit- 
ness in the search for the miss- 
ing $303,720 Greenlease ransom, 
to get Beninato out of town. The 
account of the bus ticket inci- 
dent came from Beninato, now 
held in Las Vegas, Nev., on bad 
check charges. 

He has told police and FBI 
agents he saw @ man remove a 
suitcase Oct. 6 from a parked 
police automobile in which 
Shoulders said he left the ran- 
som money. 

Although measures’ which 
Beninato said were taken to get 
him out of St. Louis have no 
connection with the Greenlease 
ease, investigators considered 
them. significant in evaluating 
Beninato’s story concerning the 
suitcase. 


Police, who have been able 
to substantiate some of Benina- 
to’s statements relating to his 
previous acquaintanceship with 
Shouléers, are inclined to give 
some credence to his story about 
removal of the suitcase, it was 
said. 

The ‘new witness has given 
the FBI a description of the 
man he reportedly saw remov- 
ing a suitcase from Shoulders’s 
machine, the Post-Dispatch was 
told. The FBI has asked Beni- 
nato to keep this description 
confidential. 

Insists Story Is True. 


The new witness has insisted 
his account of what transpired 
outside the Newstead  avé@nue 
police station the night of Oct. 
6, when Shoulders and Patrol- 
man Elmer Dolan arrested Carl 
Austin Hall, Greenlease_ kid- 
naper, is true. He said he has 
nothing to gain and everything 
to lose by telling a false story. 
In his possession was found an 
unlisted telephone number for 
Shoulders’s home, police said. 


The suitcase report has given 
new impetus to the inquiry into 
tne missing $303,720 ransom. 
The new witness said he saw a 
man pull up alongside Should- 
er’s machine, remove a suitcase 
and drive slowly away in a dark 
sedan. 

Beninato related he first met 
Shoulders in 1951 at a party 
Christmas eve at a South St. 
Louis restaurant, where Beninato 
was working part-time as a mas- 
ter of ceremonies in a floor 
show. They were introduced by 
Beninato's ex-wife. 

Beninato’s Story. 

An effort to effect a recon- 
ciliation with his ex-wife 
prompted Beninato to visit the 
Newstead station Oct. 6 to get 
Shoulders to help him, he said. 
Beninato said he was outside, 
standing 25 to 30 feet from the 
station when he saw Shoulders 
and Dolan arrive with Hall and 
observed the second automobile 
pull up 5 to 10 minutes later. 

Earlier last year, Beninato re- 
lated, he had gone to Shoulders 
in an attempt to get assistance 
in making up with his former 
wife. At first, he said, Shoul- 
ders tried to help him and re- 
ferred him to a St. Louis attor- 
ney. 

Pressure was brought to bear 
on Shoulders from other sources, 
however, and the police officer 
had him arrested last summer 
at the York Hotel, Beninato told 
officers. 

He said the arrest was made 
by the detective, then a special 
officer at the Newstead station,

STATE SUPREME 
COURT DISBARS 
JAMES FINNEGAN 


James P. Finnegan, former 
collector of internal revenue 
here, now serving a federal pris- 
on term for misconduct in office, 
was disbarred as an attorney by 
the Missouri Supreme Court en 
banc today. 


The court entered an order 
stating that Finnegan had placed 
his license at its disposal before 
beginning . his two-year prison 
term Dec. 11. The order direct- 
ed cancellation of his license to 
practice, issued originally in 
1922, and also ordered that his 
name be stricken from the rolls 
of Missouri lawyers. 

There is no appeal from the 
order of the Supreme Court, but 
Finnegan at some future date 
may ask the court to consider 
reinstatement of his license. 

Disbarment of Finnegan was 
unanimously recommended by 
the State Bar Advisory Com- 
mittee, headed by Fred B. Hulse 
of Sedalia. The committee found

East. 


The big plane, a twin-engined 
Grumman Mallard amphibian, 
owned by United Gas Co., went 
down at Wallace Lake, 10 miles 
south of here. 


The 12-place plane tore a 100- 
yard swath through the trees 
and undergrowth before it hit 
the house.

ON ATOMIC POUL 


retary’s Main Purpose 
Is to Try to Determine 
Whether Soviets Are 


Sincere.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (AP) 
—Soviet Ambassador Georgi N. 


Zarubin conferred with Secre- 
tary of State John Fostér Dulles 
for less than half an hour today 
on President Eisenhower's 
atoms-for-peace proposal. 

Zarubin was at the State De- 
partment for 31 minutes and 
was closeted most of that time 
with Dulles. He arrived and left 
without talking to reporters who 
met him at the entrance of the 
building and in the lobby of 
Dulles’s office. 

“No final decisions were 
reached and it was planned that 
the secretary and the ambassa- 
dor would meet again prior to 
the secretary's departure for the 
'Berlin conference,” State De- 
/partment Press Officer Henry 
| Suydam said. 
| Today's meeting, Suydam told 
reporters, was “for a prelimi- 
|mary exchange of views on pro- 
cedures relating’to negotiations 
concerning atomic energy.” He 
declined to say whether any 
documents or memoranda were 
exchanged. He also declined to 
say whether either side made 
any specific proposals on how 
to get full scale negotiations un- 
der way. 

Test of Soviet Sincerity. 

Dulles’s main purpose is re- 
ported to be to try to deter- 
mine whether the ‘Soviet Gov- 
ernment is sincere in its agree- 
ment to hold atomic discussions 
or whether it is merely going 
through the metions because of 
the pressures of world public 
opinion and the needs of Mos- 
cow propaganda. 

Dulles was said to favor hold- 

ing the later conference to a 
very small scale and to think 
there might be some advantages 
in holding it outside the United 
Nations, where all previous ef- 
forts to negotiate international 
atomic agreements with the 
Russians have failed. 
There is no optimism in offi- 
cial quarters about the possi- 
bility of an agreement this time, 
but Dulles is described as deter- 
mined to do everything in his 
power to remove any unneces- 
sary obstacles which might re- 
sult from disagreement or mis- 
understanding over physical ar- 
rangements for the conference, 
what countries should be in- 
cluded, and the like. 

3 Power Talks Indicated. 
United States officials cur- 
rently are talking in terms of 
talks between the United States 
and Russia, or those two plus 
Britain. A three-power confer- 
ence looks like the best bet at 
the moment. 

While the talks which began 
today are described as strictly 
procedural and may be followed 
by more preliminary discussions 
at Berlin late this month, the 
conference toward which they 
aim focuses on two issues: 

1. President Eisenhower's pro- 
posal, made to the United Na- 
tions Dec. 8, for an international 
pool of atomic materials and 
know-how devoted to such peace- 
ful uses as production of power 
and the medical benefits of 
atomic materials. 

2. A counter-proposal put for- 
ward by Moscow for a pledge 
against the use of atomic weap- 
ons. The Russians have present- 
ed this as a first step toward 
eliminating all such weapons 
from the arsenals of the world. 


MALENKOV MAKING 
EXTENSIVE RUSSIAN 
TOURS, ENVOYS SAY 


BERLIN, Jan. 11 (AP)—Pre- 
mier Georgi Malenkov apparent- 
ly has decided to see for himself 
the true conditions in the Soviet 
Unien and has made several ex- 
tensive tours recently. 

Reports through diplomats 
reached Berlin yesterday that 
Malenkov had been seen in 
widely separated places of the 
vast country. Several foreign 
legations have reported to their 
governments that Malenkov 
toured the Finnish gulf coastal 
area last fall to observe the dam- 
age from a hurricane and see 
about relief measures. 

These quarters also. estab- 
lished that the Premier arrived 
unannounced in Kiev, capital of 
the Ukraine, and electrified the 
audience of the National Theater 
by his unexpected appearance in 
the box reserved for guests of 
honor. 

On his Ukrainian tour, Malen- 
kov visited several collective 
farms and spoke with disgruntled 
peasants about their troubles, 
the diplomat said.

Would Extend Non-Red 
Oath to Employers— 
Message a Sharp De- 
parture From One 


Drafted Last July.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 — 
President Eisenhower submitted 
to Congress today a 14-point 
message recommending changes 
in the Taft-Hartley labor law 
including a provision that no 


strike could be called until em- 
ployes had voted for it in a 
government-supervised secret 
election. 

This appeared likely to be the 
most controversial of the sug- 
gested changes, some of which 
favor unions, while others favor 
employers. 

The tone of the message is a 
radical departure from that of 
the celebrated 19-point message 
drafted last July but, because of 
a last. minute change of plans, 
not sent to Congress. This re- 
versal led to the resignation of 
Martin P. Durkin as Secretary 
of Labor. The new message will 
be more acceptable to manage- 
ment than to labor, 

Two Pledges Included. 

The two campaign 

ledges of President LEisen- 
ower relating to labor are in- 
cluded in both the message of 
last July and this one. The act 
as now written prohibits eco- 
nomic strikers from voting in 
National Labor Relations Board 
representation elections, a fea- 
ture to which Eisenhower has 
referred as “union busting.” 

His recommendation is that in 
order to vrevent an employer 
from using this provision to de- 
stroy a union, the NRLB be pro- 
hibited from considering an em- 
ployer’s petition challenging the 
right of the union to represent 
his workers, and that no other 
union be permitted, until four 
months after the start of a 
strike, to file a representation 
petition. The prohibition against 
the employer would continue as 
long as the strike lasts, or up 
to a maximum of one year. 
Non-Red Oath for Employers. 

The other Eisenhower cam- 
paign pledge had to do with the 
non-Communist oath required of 
union officers. These were 
characterized in the July draft 
as discriminatory and ineffective 
and the recommendation was 
that they be eliminated. The 
new approach to that in today’s 
message is that the oath require- 
ment be made applicable to em- 
ployers as well as to union of- 
ficers. 

Specific legislation dealing 
with Communist infiltration is 
now under study, the message 
said, and if it is enacted the 
President will recommend that 
the non-Communist oath provi- 
sion be eliminated. 

The recommendation dealing 
with Government - supervised 
strike votes is contained in this 
language: 

“In the employer-employe re- 
lationship there is nothing which 
so vitally affects the individual 
employe as the loss of his pay 
when he is called on strike. In 
such an important decision he 
shoult have an opportunity to 
express his free choice by secret 
ballot held under Government 
auspices. 

Many Now Hold Votes. 

Many unions now provide for 
a vote of the membership before 
calling a strike but others, par- 
ticularly the larger industry- 
wide unions, hold it to be im-

NATIONS TO VOTE 
ON INDI PLEA 
TO RECALL UN 


‘Mme. Pandit Requests 
Poll of Members on 
Taking Up Korean Is- 
sues in Assembly. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y., Jan. 
11 (AP)—At the request of India, 
General Assembly President 
Mme, Vijaya Lakshmi Pandit re- 
quested the United Nations to- 
day to poll all members on re- 
convening ithe Assembly Feb. 8 
or 9 to deal with the Korean 
situation. 

U.N. officials said they had re- 


a formal request for such a poll. 
They said it would be done im- 
mediately. Approval of 31 of 
the 60 member nations is re- 
quired before the Assembly can 
be reconvened. 

In New Delhi, Indian officials 
insisted the action was not in- 
tended to delay the freeing of 
Korean war prisoners who have 
refused repatriation. 

“That is a matter for the two 
commands to settle, and as far 
as India is concerned, Jan. 22 is 
the deadline for their release 
under the agreement of those 
commands,” a government 
spokesman said. 


An official statement said the 
Indian Government requested 
the reconvening “in reasonable 
time prior to the dissolution of 
the Neutral Nations Repatriation 
Commission,” of which India is 
chairman. 

A Government spokesman in 
New Delhi said India considers 
Feb. 22 the date on which the 
repatriation commission is to be 
dissolved. 

The Government 
went on: 

“The communication (to Mme. 
Pandit) expresses the view that 
the Korean problem must now 
be considered by the Assembly 
both in respect to the work of 
the N.N.R.C. and to issues which 
it has found itself incapacitated 
from resolving. The deadlock 
in negotiations in respect of the 
political conference and the con- 
sequent stoppage of steps to- 
ward the settlement of the Ko- 
rean question also makes an As- 
sembly session urgent.”

Wearing of Sword to Be ‘Must’ 
For Navy Officer Dress Uniform 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (UP) 
—The Navy is going to require 
its officers to wear swords once 
again. They'll be used strictly 
for dress purposes. 

Officers’ swords have been 
traditional in the Navy since the 
days of John Paul Jones. In the 
last decade of hot and cold wars, 
however; the swords have been 
laid aside as somewhat superflu- 
ous. 


A new regulation now being 
distributed to the fleet, specifies

that swords will be a “must” for 
regular officers. 

The reason, a naval spokes- 
man explained, is “to restore 
certain prestige to the officer 
rank.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 — 
President Eisenhower asked 
Congress today to enact a flex- 
ible program for farm price sup- 
ports so that prices rather than 
Government controls would 
regulate production. 


To keep present surpluses 
from depressing future prices, 
the President recommended that 
$2,500,000,000 of foods and 
fibers now held by the Federal 
Government in ownership or 
under loan be “insulated” from 
the market and used for school 
lunches, disaster relief and as 
a stockpiled reserve in case of 
war or national emergency. He 
said this was “an essential first 
step” in launching the new pro- 
gram. 

Modernized Parity. 

The next step apparently 
would be the substitution 
“modernized parity” for the 
“old” parity formula ‘used now 
to support the price of wheat, 
corn, cotton and peanuts. For all 
other supported commodities the 
new formula is used. 

“The key element of the new 
program,” Eisenhower told Con- 
gress, “is a gradual readjust- 
ment to new circumstances and 
conditions.” 

The Department of Agricul- 
ture said that the old formula is 
about 15 per cent higher than 
the modernized version. . The 
message recommended that for 
wheat, corn and peanuts a 
change of 5 per cent a year be 
made from old to modernized 
parity beginning Jan. 1, 1956. 
The message said that thodern- 
ized parity becomes effective for 
cotton on Jan. 1, 1956, but that 
the Secretary of Agriculture 
would use his authority to in- 
sure that year-to-year variations 
in the price support levels will 
be limited. 

More Controversy Coming. 

The recommendations of the 
President’s comprehensive spe- 
cial message are certain -to in- 
crease the controversy in. Con- 
gress over farm price supports. 
Eisenhower sought to cushion 
the impact of his specific pro- 
posals by asserting that “this 
transition should be accom- 
plished in a prudent and careful 
manner to avoid sharp readjust- 
ments which would threaten the. 
dislocation of the program.” 

Because surpluses will con- 
tinue to pile up in the near fu- 
ture, he said he would ask Con- 
gress, présumably in his budget 
message, to increase the lending’ 
authority of the Commodity. 
Credit Corporation, which makes‘ 
the price support loans to farm- 
ers, from the present $6,750,000,- 
000 to $8,500,000,000. The cor- 
porations present obligations, he 
warned, are pressing hard 
against the current limitation. 

The recommendations today 
_were a reversal of some of Ei- 
senhower’s specific campaign 
pledges. In Columbia, S.C, in 
the fall of 1952, he said: 

“I believe wholeheartedly and 
without any ‘ifs’ or ‘buts’ in the 
federal program to _ stabilize 
farm prices, including the pres- 
ent program insuring 90 per 
cent of parity on all basic com- 
modities.” 

Tells What Program Will Do. 

He told Congress today that 
his program would “help the 
farmer attain full parity in the 
market.” He added: 

“It will avoid creating bur- 
densome surpluses. It will cur- 
tail the regimentation of pro- 
duction planning, lessen the 
problem of diverted acreage and

dom of choice and action.” 

He said also that it would pro- 
vide a firm floor on which our 
deny can rely while making 
ong-term plans for efficient 
production and marketing.

4. Modernized parity is to 
become effective for all com- 
modities on Jan. 1, 1956, as 
scheduled by law. Provision 
should be made for moving 
from the old parity per year 
until the change from old to 
modernized parity has been 
accomplished. 

5. The key element of the 
hew program is a gradual ad- 
justment to new eirewmstances 
and gonditiong. Application 
of mod parity. and the 
relation of basic crops to sup- 
ply levels require a transition 
period to assure a stable farm 
economy. This transition 
should be atcdmplished in a 
prudent and careful manner 
to avoid sharp. adjustments 
which would threaten the dis- 
location of the program.

PARITY, PRICE SUPPORTS 

Under the provisions of the 
Agricultural acts of 1948 and 
1949 the Government will: 

1. Support the prices of 
basic crops of those farmers 
who co-operate with acreage 
allotments and marketing 
quotas when such are in 
effect; 

2. Announce the price sup- 
port level for various crops 
before those crops are planted, 
insofar as practicable; 

3. Support price levels at 
up to 90 per cent of parity. 
For some products a schedule 
of price floors will also be 
provided as authorized by the 
1949 act, ranging from 175 
per cent to 90 per cent of 
parity, according to the rela-

4. Vary the price support 
level one percentage point for 
every two percentage points 
of variation in the total sup- 
ply.

ABSENTEES MAY 
UBTAIN BALLOTS 
NOW FOR COUNTY 
BOND ELECTION 


Those Who Will Be| 


Away on Feb, 9 May 
Get Forms for Voting 
by Calling at Court- 
house or by Writing. 


Absentee ballots for the spe- 
cial St. Louis county bond issue 
election to be held Feb. 9 may 
be obtained now at the offices 
of the St. Louis County Board 
of Election Commissioners in 
the Clayton court house, John 
J. Cole, chairman, announced to- 
day. 

The election will give voters 
the Oppertunity to decide 
whether $44,732,500 in bonds 
will be issued for a program of 
general improvements. 


Cole and Ronert E. Fitzgerald, 
secretary of the election board, 
said absentee ballots may be ob- 
tained by registered voters 
either in person or by mail, if 
they will be away from the 
county on election day. The 
absentee ballots can be used 
also for the metropolitan sewer 
plan, to be submitted at the 
same election. 


“Voting is the most important 
factor in the bond issue elec- 
tion,” they pointed out. “For 
that reason the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners is doing 
everything within its province 
to assure every voter an oppor- 
tunity to cast a ballot.” 


Sealed Envelopes. 

Absentee ballots are, under 
state law, distributed within 30 
days of an election and this pe- 
riod starts today, Those who call 
at the board offices to obtain 
their ballots will fill them out 
immediately, place them in 
sealed envelopes and return 
them to board employes to be 
held until absentee ballots are 
counted. 

When requests are received by 
mail, absentee ballots will be 
sent with an envelope in which 
the completed ballot is to be 
sealed and returned. They must 
be. received at the board offices 
not later than 6 p.m. Feb. 10, 
the day after the election, if 
they are to be counted. 

In addition to those absent 
from the county on election day, 
the announcement said, absentee 
ballots may be obtained by those 
unable to vote personally be- 
eause of serious illness. In this 
case a physician's statement must 
accompany the request for a 
ballot. 

Members of the armed forces 
stationed elsewhere who are reg- 
istered voters may obtain ab- 
sentee ballots by mail upon re- 
quest. For those in the armed | 
forces who are not registered 
and who will become 21 years of 
age before election day, a re- 
quest accompanied by a state- 
ment showing birth date will 
bring an absentee ballot. 

“Since the only objective of 
the election board is to insure 
the right of everyone to vote, 
our major request to such vot- 
ers is that application be made 
as promptly and as early as 
possible,”.the announcement said. 

“Fullest co-operation by the 
board and all its employes is 
pledged to the public in this 
matter.”

Judge 
Harper remarked that Wittner, 
with time off for good behavior,

The- two men were found 
guilty of evading corporate 


taxes owed by the handbag con- 
cern by a jury last Nov. 24.

3 MORE LABOR 
RACKET SESSIONS 
'FOR GRAND JURY 


'\ Panel Goes Out of Ex- 


_ istence on Jan. 23 — 
Further Indictments 
Are Not Likely. 


The holdover federal grand 
jury, which last April began an 
investigation that has resulted 


in 18 indictments charging labor 
racketeering, will hold three 
more sessions before going out 
of existence Jan. 22, United 
States Attorney Harry Richards 
said today. ' 

Witnesses in cases involving 
suspected labor racketeering 
have been called to appear be- 
fore the grand jury Jan. 19, 20 
and 21, Richards said. 

“I do not believe this jury 
will vote any further indict- 
ments,” the prosecutor said, 
“but it is developing interesting 
and illuminating information of 
value to my office and to future 
inquiries.” 

The jury, which was given an 
extension of time by United 
States District Judge George H. 
Moore in July ta pursue leads 
developed in the first three 
months of investigation, was 
called back in November after 
its foreman, Austin P. Leland, 
appealed to Attorney General 
Herbert Brownell for help. He 
wrote to Brownell that the in- 
vestigation apparently had 
“bogged down.” 

Richards said as soon as the 
Leland grand jury’s term ex- 
pires he will recall the new 
grand jury, which is headed by 
Elmer C. Carlisle. The Carlisle 
jury also began looking into 
complaints of labor racketeering 
in November and has voted sev- 
eral indictments. ‘ 

The first of 16 AFL leaders 
charged with violation of the 
federal anti-racketeering law 
was tried last week and found 
guilty by a jury in Judge 
Moore’s court on eight counts. 
He is Paul H. Hulahan, business 
agent for Local 42, AFL Build- 
ing Laborers and Hodcarriers’ 
Union, who is scheduled to be 
sentenced Jan. 21. 

Richards said his office will 
attempt ‘o schedule one labor 
racket trial per month until all 
those named in indictments have 
been tried. 

The second trial, involving 
Carl J. Bianchi, outstate repre- 
sentative of Local 513, AFL 
Hoisting Engineers; L. A. Thomp- 
son, former business representa- 
tive of Local 574, AFL Construc- 
tion Chauffeurs’ Union at Cape 
Girardeau, and William M. Post- 
er, representative of the Labor- 
ers’ District Council of Eastern 
Missouri, is scheduled to begin 
Feb. 15 before United States Dis- 
trict Judge Rubey M. Hulen, 

The indictment, in three 
counts, charges that the three

. The President appealed for 
bipartisan support of his recom-

The message was divided into 
two parts, the first general ob- 
servations and recommendations, 
the second with 16 individual 
commodities or commodity 
groups.

Major Features. 


With the premise that “a sta- 
ble, prosperous and free agricul- 
ture is essential to the welfare 
of the United States,” he said 
the seven major features of his 
program were: 

1, The new program should 
first be given an opportunity to 
start operating without the 
handicap of such large accumu- 
lated surpluses. 

2. The 1948 and 1949 agricul- 

tural acts were soundly con- 
ceived and received bipartisan 
support. The principles of which 
they were based are particularly 
applicable to the agricultural in- 
dustry today. 
- 3. The amendment to the 1949 
Agricultural Act providing for 
mandatory rigid supports, at- 
tuned to war needs an demon- 
strably unworkable in peacetime, 
will be permitted to expire. 
After the 1954 crops the level of 
price supports for the basic com- 
modities will be graduaily re- 
lated to supply, promising farm- 
ers greater stablility of income. 
~ 4. Modernized parity is to be- 
come effective for all commodi- 
ties on Jan. 1, 1956, as sched- 
tled by law. Provision should 
be made for moving from the 
eld to modernized parity in 
steps of five percentage points

Republicans in Congress Split 


Sharply Over Farm Program 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (UP) 
—Republicans in Congress di- 
vided sharply today over Presi- 
dent Eisenhower's new farm 
program. 

Some hailed it as a sound and 
effective solution for the prob- 
lems of overproduction and fall- 
ing prices. A few openly opposed 
the Administration proposal 
to shift from rigid, high price 
supports to flexible and gener- 
ally lower supports. 

The head of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation, the 
biggest farm organization in the 
nation, said the President's 
program is “essentially sound” 
and predicted that “farmers will | 
support the main points.” Pres- 
ident Allan B. Kline éaid the 
federation will also seek “addi- 
tional. legislation.” 
elaborate. 


Herschel Newsom, master of 
the National Grange, said he 
was “apprehensive” about some 
features of the Administration 
plan, and did not see how it 
would “keep us from having the 
same surplus bug-a-boo” on ba- 
sic crops. The Grange has fa- 
vored a so-called two-price sup- 
port program under which do- 
mestic prices would be support- 
ed at high levels but export 
prices would be allowed to drop. 

Other comment: 

Many of the most influential 
congressional leaders, including 
Chairmen Hope (Rep.), Kansas 
and Aiken (Rep.), Vermont, of 
the House and Senate Agricul- 
tural Committees, were non- 
committal. 

Hope said there are “wide 
differences of cpinion among 
farmers as well as members of 
Congress’ on the proposals sub- 
mitted by ‘the President, and that 
his committee will hold ‘“ex- 
tensive hearings” as soon as

Aiken said the President's

He looked 
for Congress to write its own 
farm law to make sure farmers 
lose none of their present pro- 
tection. 

House Fepublican leader Hal- 
leck of Indiana, said the Ejisen- 
hower approach would give 
farmers ‘“‘their best chance to 
obtain for the immediate future, 
as well as for the long pull, not 
90 per cent of parity but 100 
per cent of parity in the market

But Representative Jensen

Eisenhower recommended that 
the new formula be used for all 
commodities, and cited the case 
of corn and livestock: “The old 
parity formula holds the support 
price for corn too high in rela- 
tion to livestock. Use of mod- 
ernized parity will help to bal- 
ance these vital price relation- 
ships.” 

Pointing out that the Com- 
modity Credit Corp. has more 
than two billion. dollars invested 
in wheat, the President said 
wheat was a prime example of 
what results from a support pro- 
gram which fails to adjust pro- 
duction to the level of demand. 

“The export market, histori- 
cally vital to our wheat farm- 
ers,” he said, “was itself partly 
responsible for the expanded 
production.of American wheat 
during the war and postwar 
years. To meet the food needs 
of devastated countries, our 
farmers continued their high 
level of production after the war 
and thus rendered a great serv- 
ice to humanity and to the 
cause of freedom throughout 
the world. These expanded out- 
lets have since greatly dimin- 
ished. Yet the support price 
has remained at the level asso- 
ciated with wartime needs. The 
result is that production has 
continued at wartime levels and, 
annually, more and more of this 
production has become surplus. 

Effect Abroad. 

“In foreign markets, the high, 
rigid support program of the 
United States has become an 
umbrella for competitors. This 
has created an artificial com- 
petitive situation which has cost 
the American farmer a substan- 
tial part of his world wheat 
market. During the past two 
years our exports of wheat out- 
side the international wheat 
agreement have fallen from 
220,000,000 bushels to 64,000.- 
000, which Canada’s free market 
sales have risen from 105,000,- 
000 to 161,000.000 bushels. Thus 
our price policy shrinks the 
very market that could other- 
wise help absorb our excess 
stocks of wheat.

This field of legislation has 
had a long, contentious history. 
It has taken time for objective 
principles to emerge which can 
command mutual acceptance of 
the fundamentals which govern 
the complex labor-management 
relationship. Although the pro- 
cess is not and perhaps never 
will be complete, we have now 
achieved a measure of prac- 
tical experience and emotional 


maturity in this field which, I 
do not doubt, is responsible for 


the relatively peaceful character | la 


of recent industrial relations. 
No drastic legislative innova- 
tions in this field are there- 
fore desireable or required at 
this time. 


A Framework at Last. 


Federal labor - management 
legislation at best can provide 
only the framework in which 
free collective bargaining may be 
conducted. It should impose 
neither arbitrary restrictions nor 
heavy-handedness upon a rela- 
tionship in which good will 
and sympathetic understanding 
should be the predominant char- 
acteristics. 

The National Labor Relations 
Act—known as the Wagner Act 
and adopted in 1935 by biparti- 
san majorities—came into being 
because American working men 
and women needed the protec- 
tion of law in order to guaran- 
tee them the free exercise of 
their right to organize into un- 
ions and to bargain collectively 
through representatives of their 
own choosing: As unions became 
strong, a need arose to protect 
the legitimate rights of employes 
and employers and to 
the general from con- 
sequences of unresolved labor 
disputes that created emergen- 
cies endangering the health or 
safety of the nation. To meet 
this need the Labor-Manage- 
ment Relations Act, 1947, com- 
monly known as the Taft-Hart- 
ley Act, was adopted by biparti- 
gan majorities. 

In enacting laber-management 
legislation, the Congress has al- 
ways built upon the legislation 
which preceded it. We have 
never turned backward. The 
Labor - Management Relations 
Act, 1947, was no exception. It 
built upon the National Labor 
Relations Act, and not only re- 
affirmed, but reinforced the 
right of working men and wom- 
en to organize into unions and 
to bargain collectively with their 
employer. The protection of 
this right is firmly fixed in our 
law and should remain a per- 
manent policy of our govern- 
ment. 

Changes Are Needed. 


The Labor-Management Rela- 
tions Act, 1947, is sound legis- 
lation. Experience gained in the 
operation of the Act, however, 
indicates that changes can be 
made to reinforce its basic ob- 
jectives. 

In the area of employer-em- 
ploye relations the injunction 
has always been a controversial 
process. It is apparent, however, 
that where irreparable damage 
threatens, the restraining effect 
of an injunction is required in 
the interést of simple justice. 
Nevertheless, where a collective 
bargaining relationship exists, 
the issuance of an injunction 
often has the effect of making 
settlement of the dispute which 
led to the injunction more diffi- 
cult. 

Therefore, I recommend that 
whenever an injunction is issued 
under the National Labor Rela- 
tions Act where a collective bar- 
gaining relationship _ exists be- 
tween the parties, the Federal 
Mediation and Conciliation 
Service shall empanel a special 
local board to meet with the 
parties in an effort to seek a set- 
ilement of their dispute. I fur- 
ther recommend that in second- 
ary. boycott cases, the applica- 
tion for an injunction be discre- 
tionary. 

The. prohibitions in the act 
against secondary boycotts are 
designed to protect innocent 
third parties from being injured 
in labor disputes that are not 
their concern. The true second- 
ary boycott is indefensible and 
must not be permitted. The act 
must not, however, prohibit 
legitimate concerted activities 
against other than innocent par- 
ties. I recommend that the act 
be clarified by making it explicit 
that concerted action against (1) 
an employer who is performing 
“farmed-out” work for the ac- 
count of another employer whose 
employees are on strike or (2) an 
employer on a construction proj- 
ect. who, together with other em- 
ployers, is engaged in work on 
the site of the project, will not 
be treated as a secondary boy- 
tt. 
"" a the act is now written, 
employes who are engaged in 
‘an economic strike are prohib- 
ited from voting in representa- 
tion elections. In order to make 
it impossible for an employer 
to use this provision to destroy 
a union ot his employes, I rec- 
ommend that, in the event of 
an economic strike, the National 
Labcr Relations Board be‘ pro- 


- hibited from considering a peti- 


Pees |. Se 
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tion on the part of the em- 
ployer which challenges the rep- 
resentation rights. of the strik- 
ing union. I further recommend 
that for a period of four months 
after the commencement of the 
strike, the board be prohibited 
from considering a petition on 
the part of any other union 
which claims to represent the 
employes. The prohibition 
against considering a petition 
by the employer should continue 
as long as the strike continues, 
provided, however, that a ra-.| 
sonable limit of time, which I 
aeeent be one year, be’ stipu- 


The act has been interpreted 
to mean that even though a col- 
lective bargaining contract is in 
force, either party may insist 
that the contract be reopened 
for the purpose of bargaining 
about matters that were not the 
subject of negotiations when the 
contract was made. Thus sta- 
bilization of the relationship be- 
tween the parties for the period 
of the contract can be complete- 
ly frustrated. I recommend that 
the law be amended so as to 


collective bargaining agreement 
from being required to negoti- 
ate ng its term unless the 
contract so authorizes or both 
parties mutually consent. 

For Suggestions ‘by Board. 

The national emergency pro- 
visions of the act are essential 
to the protection of the national 
health and safety. As the act is 
now written, the board of in- 
quiry established to inquire into 
the facts of the dispute causing 
the emergency must report the 
facts to the President without 
recommendations. In order that 
the President may have the au- 
thority to reqiire the board’s 
recommendations, I recorhmend 
that after he has received and 
made available to the publie the 
last report of the board of in- 
quiry (if the dispute has not 
then been settled), he be em- 
powered to reconvene the board 
and direct it to make recom- 
mendations to him for settle- 
ment of the dispute. Although 
the recommendations of the 
board would not be binding 
upon the parties, yet there is 
real value in obtaining the rec- 
ommendations of informed and 
impartial men for the settle- 
ment of a dispute which im- 
perils the national health and 
safety. 


Employes engaged in the con- 
struction, amusement and mari- 
time industries have unique 
problems because their employ- 
ment is usually casual, tempo- 
rary or intermittent. I recom- 
mend that in these industries 
the employer be permitted to 
enter into a pre-hire contract 
with a union under which: the 
union will be treated’ initially 
as the employes’ representative 
for collective bargaining. I also 
recommend that in these indus- 
tries the employer and the 
union be permitted to make a 
union shop contract under which

and women.who are the bene- 
ficiaries. 

The act should make clear 
that the several states and terri- 
tories, when confronted with 
emergencies endangering the 
health or safety of their citi- 
zens, are not, through any con- 
flict with the Federal law, actual 
or implied, deprived of the right 
to deal with such emergencies. 
The need for clarification of 
jurisdiction between the Federal 
and the state and territorial gov- 
ernmients in the labor-manage- 
ment field has lately been empha- 
sized by the broad implications 
of the most recent decision of the 
Supreme Court dealing with this 
subject. The department and 
agency heads concerned are, at 
my request, presently examining 
the various areas in which con- 
flicts of jurisdiction occur. When 
such examination is completed, 
I shall make my recommenda- 
tions to the Congress for cor- 
rective legislation. 


For Secret Vote on Strike. 


In the ‘employer-employe re- 
lationship there is nothing 
which so vitally affects the in- 
dividual employe as the loss of 
his pay when he is called on 
strike. In such an important 
decision he should have an op- 
portunity to express his free 
choice by secret ballot held un- 
der Government auspices. 

There are two other changes 
in the law that I recommend. 
The authorization which an in- 
dividual employe gives to his 
employer for the check-off of 
the employe’s union dues should 
be made valid until the termina-

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tion of the collective bargaining 
contract which provides for such 
check-off, unless the employe 
sooner revokes such authoriza- 
tion. The provisions of the act 
which require reports from 
unions concerning ‘their organ- 
ization and finances should be 
simplified so as to eliminate 
duplication in the information 
required by such reports. 


I hope that the foregoing 
changes will be enacted by Con- 
gress promptly, for they will 
more firmly establish the basic 
principles of the law. The ap- 
propriate committees of the Con- 
gress will, I am certain, wish to 
keep the law under continuous 
study and in the light of experi- 
ence under it propose further 
amendments to implement its 
objectives and constantly im- 
prove its administration.

Wrong Approach to Pakistan 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Like most Americans, I find cer- 
tain aspects of Nehru’s “neutralism” 
disquieting and many of his expres- 
sions of it hard to take. 

Nevertheless, for reasons made ad- 
mirably clear in Chester Bowles's 
“Ambassador's Report.” Nehru and 
India are democracy’s best hope in 
southeast Asia: and, unless he should 
spoil the record by trying to prevent 
the release of prisoners of war on 
Jan. 23, India has done real service. 

It follows that it isn't sound public 
policy for our Government in our 
own interest or democracy's to give 
military aid to Pakistan in ‘the face 
of India’s wrath, even if to many of 
us that wrath should seem arrogant 
and unreasonable. It would find im- 
mediate expression in various ways, 
including an embargo on American 
imports of strategic supplies. 

There is, I think, a tendency in 
America to exaggerate the military 
strength Pakistan would bring. 
Geographically, Pakistan is indeed 
strategically important to the non- 
Communist world, as Nehru should 
more fully recognize. But, at least 
when I was in Pakistan in 1951, such 
public sentiment as existed was less 
surely pro-democracy and pro-Ameri- 
can than in India itself. 

West Pakistan then seemed a 
viable state whose friendship should 
be cultivated. East Pakistan, con- 
taining a majority of the total popula- 
tion, separated by more than a thou- 
sand miles of India from West Paki- 
stan, was and is politically very rest- 
less. It follows, therefore, that mili- 
tarv aid to Pakistan might be dubious 
and would not have a value equiva 
lent to military aid to Turkey. 

This is especially true since the 
vexing question of Kashmir is un- 
resolved, a situation for which India 
and Pakistan are jointly responsible. 
Indians, however, have a right to be 
apprehensive of a disturbance in the 
balance of military power. They 
would probably increase their own 
army, whith they can fl! afford. 

In a year of negotiations on dis- 
armament and other matters, it will 
be the part of wisdom for our Gov- 
ernment to try to get and keep the 
friendship of both Pakistan and 
India, stressing economic rather 
than military aid.

A group of conservationists is strongly pro- 
testing to Secretary of the Interior McKay 
against construction of a dam in the Dinosaur 
National Monument. This project presents an 
unusually perplexing question of relative values 
in the conservation and development of re- 
sources. The House Interior Committee will start 
hearings on the project Jan. 18. 

The proposed dam—Echo Park, on the Green 
river along both sides of the Utah-Colorado line 
—would set a precedent. Construction of power 
dams in national parks and monuments is for- 
bidden by law. The proscription is written into 
the law governing power projects and into the 
laws protecting the national park system. This 
sound rule would become more vulnerable else- 
where if it were breached at Dinosaur National 
Monument. There has long been agitation to 
build a dam in Glacier National Park, for in- 
stance. . ° 

In principle, the bar is sound. Exploitation of 
the water power potential of these beauty spots 
could damage their value as preserves and open 
the way to exploitation of their timber and min- 
erals. The purposes for which they have been 
set aside might thus eventually be destroyed. 

On the other hand, Echo Park ts a key project 
in a system of dams intended to control the 
flow of the mighty Colorado, of which the Green 
is a tributary. The system would store waters 
that now waste away in flood, and would equal- 
tre the flow during the times of year—and the 
years—when there is too little, 


This water control measure would enhance the 
development of the Upper Colorado Basin states 
—Colorado, Utah, New Mexico and Wyoming. It 
would help effectuate the division of water which 
was agreed upon in the Colorado River compact 
in 1948 but which continues to arouse excited 
and sometimes violent controversy because there 
is not enough water to go round. Under the 
terms of the division the Upper Basin is sup- 
posed to allow a stipulated volume of flow to 
reach the Lower Basin states—Nevada, Arizona 
and California. 

The objecting conservationists say an alter- 
native plan which they have proposed, not in- 
volving the Dinosaur National Monument, would 
serve equally well. The Interior Department, of 
which the Reclamation Bureau is a part, Says any 
alternative plan would entail an irreplaceable 
loss of enough water to supply a city the size 
of Denver—and that much water is important 
in a part of the country whose development is 
limited by the amount of water it can command. 
The Interior Department says furthermore that 
the Echo Park project would not affect the dino- 
saur bones which are the basis of the monu- 
ment, or mar the natural beauty of the preserve. 


The Washinoton Post says a study made by . 


Maj. Gen. U. S. Grant III and accepted by 
then Secretary Oscar Chapman showed that 
other locations for Echo Park dam would be 
entirely feasible. 

The controversy goes back 11 years, to the 
time when the Interior Department under the 
late Secretary Harold Ickes declared the Dino- 
saur National Monument available for reclama- 
tion projects. Ickes’s successor, Oscar Chapman, 
carried the project along but denied ft final 
approval. Secretary McKay has submitted it to 
President Eisenhower through the Bureeu of 
the Budget, recommending speedy clearance for 
submission to Congress. 

The question is, to repeat, extraordinarily 
complex and vexing. More study is warranted, 
and much more public information and public 
discussion. It would be preferable to avoid 
breaching the good rule that our national parks 
and monuments shall be left completely un- 
spoiled, That preference should be held in 
mind as the pros and cons of the alternatives 
are explored. 
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From the High Horse’s Mouth 

A newscaster who announced, “At Panmur- 
jom, in Korea, a high horse said,” and then 
corrected it speedily to “high source.” reminded 
us of something. Workers with the written 
word are subject to quite different perils from 
those that beset workers with the spoken word. 
A typographical error would have changed 
“high source” to “high ource,” or “high soruce,” 
but would hardlv have made it “high horse.” 
“High horse,” in turn, could easily become “high 
hoarse.” Or “hig hhorse.” 

The acoustical error, as we suppose the verbal 
counterpart of the typographical error would be 
called, runs inte all those baffling complexi 
ties associated with the association of ideas. 
Some words like “high horse” or “saddle horse” 
or “hobby horse” tend to stick together 
through prolonged combination, as Frank Sulli- 
van's Mr. Arbuthnot, the cliche expert, knows 
full. weil, 

As a safeguard against acoustical error. the 
fellow who wrote the newscast we refer to 
should perhaps have made his source “unim- 
peachable” instead of “high.” This approach 
is sound on the positive side, since sources are 
so frequently unimpeachable. On the negative 
side it is even better. Who ever heard of an un- 
impeachable horse? 
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Markets for Democracy 

Whether motivated only by democratic ideal- 
ism or also influenced by economic pressures, 
Harold E. Stassen has tentatively turned on the 
green light for more East-West trade. It could 
be turned off again, at least so far as the United 
States is concerned, if other politicians extended 
Vice President Richard M. Nixon's reservations 


But the odds seem against that. 
More trade with Communist Europe is a real 
probability even if little more is said about it. 

The basis for this conclusion is Mr. Stassen’s 
acknowledgment that 1953 was “the most suc- 
cessful year in Western Europe's industrial and 
economic reconstruction since World War II.” 
In fact, productivity was pushed so high that 
there already have been reports from Western 
Germany that it may be impossible to keep up 
1953's pace in 1954. And the chief reason for 
of course, is restricted markets. 

The highly industrialized nations of the West 
cannot, after ail, buy each other's machines and 
textiles. Nor can they be too happy about fight- 
ing ever more intensely with each other for the 
available customers in the Middle East, Africa 
and Latin America. 

As Mr. Stassen said, East Europe is more in- 
terested than at any time since the war's end 
in consumer goods and the light machinery 
needed to produce them. And it is difficult for 
a salesman, worried about mounting invei:tories, 
to pass up a likely customer. Yet the political 
situation imposes an obvious restraint: It would 
be folly to strengthen the Communist group 


of nations by the export of strategic materials. | 


Increased trade in non-war goods, however, 
might help to push democratic ideas through 
the Iron Curtain, as Mr. Stassen suggests. Im-

proved trade relations could help to improve 
political relations. Statesmen will be more 
careful than merchandisers, but they may be 
willing, within limits, to use trade as a tool 
for deepening the Inklings here and there of 
amelioration in East-West relations. If Com- 
munists are more ready to listen to business 
men than to’ diplomats, our story may be cau- 
tiously entrusted to the former. 

The role of trade in international affairs can- 
not be minifthized. Yet it would be unwise to 
judge enlargement of East-West trade on purely 
political grounds, There is the hard economic 
fact that the West needs markets to maintain 
its prosperity—the more, the better. 
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Posts of 4sreat Importance 

One of the very first things that should hap- 
pen in the new Congress is completion of action 
on the appointment of Earl Warren as Chief 
Justice of the United States. 

This nomination, the most important that 
President Eisenhower has made in a year in 
office, was announced early last October, after 
Congress had recessed. Thus the former Cali- 
fornia Governor has been serving for three 
months in the highest judicial office in the coun- 
try on a recess appointment. This means that he 
is not confirmed and that the Senate, if it were 
so minded, could now refuse to confirm and re- 
quire Mr. Warren to leave the headship of the 


bench. f *. 

Obviously’ the Senate is not going to do that. 
There is no indication that there will be any op- 
position whatsoever to the new Chief Justice. 
Just the same it is not a good idea to have a 
man presiding over the Supreme Court and par- 
ticipating in its decisions, all the while knowing 
that he may be made the object of some embar- 
rassing maneuver in the Senate. 

Chairman Langer should call the Judiciary 
Committee to act on the Warren appointment at 
the earliest time conveniently possible. If there 
are to be any hearings, they should be handled 
with dispatch. The Supreme Court has important 
cases to hear and decide this term and the mind 
of the Chief Justice should be free of any con- 
cern about Senate reaction to his views. 

In this connection it is puzzling that after a 
year the Eisenhower Administration still has not 
filled the important office of Solicitor Generel. 
An official in the Department of Justice, the 
Solicitor General is in charge of the presentation 
of the Government's cases in the Supreme Court. 
In recent years the office has been filled by 
such distinguished lawyers as Charlies Evans 
Hughes Jr., Stanley Reed, Robert H, Jackson 
and Philip B. Perlman. 

The acting Solicitor General, Robert L. Stern, 
a holdover from the Truman Administration, is 
highly regarded in Washington legal circles, but 
he clearly is not to be the choice of the new 
Administration. He holds an important post 
which sooner or later wijl go to a Republican. 
The name of Chief Judge Simon E. Sobeloff of 
the Marviand Court of Appeals has been men- 
tioned, but it is reported that the appointment 
is mixed with G.O.P. patromage generally in 
Maryland. 

If the White House wants a model Solicitor 
General, let it look for the kind of man another 
Republican President, William Howard Taft, ob- 
tained 45 years ago in Frederick William Leb- 
mann of St. Louis, Mr. Lehmann, an emigrant 
from Prussia who rose from poverty to adorn 
the intellectual, cultural,. social and legal life 
of his day, took the view that whenever justice 
was done in a case the Government always won.

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Epithets for °54

. Human nature being what it is, some alder- 
men always will find it more difficult than others 
to say “No” to a constituent, no matter how 
many devices are created to strengthen their 
backbones.

The first of these volumes is the sixth 
of the series summing up the September- 
to-September news events of the world, 
with emphasis on photographs.

It was published 
in commemoration of the fiftieth anni- 
versary of powered flight.

NEW YORK, Jan. 11 (UP)— 
President Maurice Podoloff of 
the National Basketball Associa- 
tion declared today that the 
suspension of Jack Molinas for 
gambling was “an isolated case” 
and that the notorious college 
“point-shaving” scandal would 
not be duplicated in the profes- 
sional sport. | 

Pointing out that it was the 
first time in the league's eight- 
year history that “any suspicion 
has been cast on us,” Podoloff 
said Molinas was the only league 
player involved and that “the 
case is closed as far as I'm con- 
cerned.” 

Molinas, 21-year-old star rookie 
forward of the Fort Wayne Pis- 
tons, was suspended indefinitely 
for betting on+games played by 
his team this season. The former 
all-time Columbia University 
star admitted betting with a New 
York contact after Podoloff re- 
ceived a tip from Sports Editor 
Ike Gellis of the New York Post. 

Fort Wayne Police Help. 

Fort Wayne police, who as- 
sisted Podoloff and Fort Wayne 
President Fred Zollner in ob- 
taining Molinas’s written state- 
ment, said no criminal action was 
contemplated but the N.B.A. 
president said he would turn 
over the name of the player's 
contact to New York police. 

The chunky N.B.A. president 
said Molinas could appeal the 
suspension “within a reasonable 
time” but doubted he would. In 
Fort Wayne, a disconsolate Mo- 
linas said he had not yet made 
up his mind and insisted “while 
with the Pistons I always did 
my best.” 

“I never bet on my team to 
lose and never tried to influ- 
ence the outcome of a game,” 
the 6-foot, 6-inch star said. “At 
present I have no plans. [I'll

FOR WITNESS I 
REUTHER CASE 


Man Who Filed From 
Guards in Detroit Is 
Charged With At- 
tempted Murder. 


DETROIT Jan. 11 (UP)—A 
warrant was issued today charg- 
ing Donald Ritchie, missing wit- 
ness in the Walter Reuther 
shooting, with the attempted as- 
sassination of the labor leader 
nearly six years ago. 

At the same time, Police Com- 
missioner Donald S. Leonard 
recommended lie detector tests 
for two Detroit policemen who 
let Ritchie escape from a down- 
town hotel suite Friday. 

The warrant permits. Cana- 
dian authorities to arrest Ritchie 
as a fugitive. He fled into 
Canada and was traced as far 
as Chatham, Ont., but provincial 
police could not arrest him be- 
cause he was not charged with 
any crime. 

Accused Four of Shooting. 

Ritchie, 33 years old, an ex- 
convict with a long police rec- 
ord, accused Santo (Sam) Per- 
Tone, 58; his son-in-law Carl 
Renda, 35, Clarence Jacobs, and 
Peter Lombardo, with the shot- 
gun attempt on the life of the 
CIO president April 20, 1948. 

Ritchie signed two statements 
describing the crime and said he 
was paid $5000 by Renda for his 
part in the plot. He said he was 
in the car with Lombardo and 
Jacobs. His job was to drive 
the getaway car if trouble de- 
veloped. He said Jacobs did the 
actual shooting. 

Ritchie had been held in “pro- 
tective custody” at a hotel. He 
was being guarded by Detective 
Wayne H. Glisman and Patrol- 
man William M. Krupka when 
he escaped on the pretext of 
taking a shower in another 
room. The shower had been go- 
ing full blast for an hour when 
the policemen found he had dis- 
appeared. 

Leonard asked Prosecutor 
Gerald K. O’Brien to arrange 
lie tests for the two officers. He 
requested that they be con- 
ducted by state police rather 
oe by his own department 
s , | 


Collapses Case. 

Ritchie’s escape has resulted 
in the collapse of the state’s 
case against the four accused. 
His signed statements can be 
used against him in trial but 
cannot be used against the other 
four, O’Brien said. 

It was hoped he could be 
taken into custody before he 
became the victim of under- 
world vengeance. One of the 
men he “fingered” still was at 
large, and O’Brien said he “fears 
for Ritchie’s life.” 

Ritchie was last seen in the 
company of a smartly-dressed 
woman at Chatham, Ont., ahout

7000 by July 1, Dodge Says 


to Be Trimmed 


Budget Director, Who Drives Own Vehicle 
to Work, Reports on Drive to 
Economize on Cars.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 — 

Budget Director Joseph M. 


Dodge, the bureaucrat who rides 
to and from work in his own 
automobile instead of a chauf- 
feur-driven government - owned 
car, announced last~-night that 
more than 7000 automobiles will 
be eliminated from the federal 
government's fleet by July 1. 

On Aug. 10 Dodge ordered all 
government agancies to survey 
their automobile needs and re- 
duce them, reporting progress 
to him by Oct. 1. Even the Eisen- 
hower Administration was un- 
able to get the reports by that 
date, but last night Dodge had 
assembled his reports. They 
show: 

1. The Government's world- 
wide fleet, which mustered at 
about 62,000 cars last July 1, 
will have been reduced by more 
than 7000 by next July 1, start 
of the new fiscal year. 

2. All of this econocy can be 
credited to the Eisenhower Ad- 
ministration, About half of the

President’s economy order of 
early last year, and the other 
half to the Budget Bureau's or- 
der of last August to cut down 
on use of cars. 

3. The 7000-car reduction in 
the government fleet will reduce 
the Government's capital invest- 
ment by an estimated $9,500,000 
at replacement cost levels, and 
will reduce operating costs by 
about $2,000,000 annually.

$14,346,000,000. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 11 (UP) 


—Secretary of Interior Douglas 
McKay reported yesterday that 
1953 United States mineral pro- 
duction was valued at $14,346,- 


000,000, 7 per cent higher than 
in 1952.

Production of oven coke and 
coal chemicals increased con- 
siderably. 


The 1953 production of ferti- 


lizer minerals, phosphate rock 
and potash hit a record high. 


Indications are that final re- 


ports will show production of 
crude gypsium, sand, gravel, and 
stone at new highs. 


Production of iron ore was 20 


per cent higher than the 1952 
figure. 
shipments of 117,000,000 long 
tons against 97,236,000 long tons 
in 1952.

rosy. Copper output was steady 


at an estimated 926,000 tons, 
about the same as in 1952. Mine 
production of zinc was the 
smallest since 1938, and lead 
output was about 50,000 tons 
less than in 1952. Domestic anti- 
mony production almost ceased, 
providhhg only about 1 per cent 
of consumption.

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MARNS OF RISING 
POLIO INCIDENCE 


Foundation Head Says Fact 
Lends Emphasis to March- 
of-Dimes Drive. 


Average yearly ineidence of 
poliomyelitis is rising steadily, 
Basil O’Connor, president of the 
National Foundation for Infan- 
tile Paralysis, reported yester- 
day. This fact, he said, lends 
emphasis to the current March 
of Dimes drive being conducted 
by the foundation for funds to 
fight the disease. 


The foundation “is on the trail 
of an effective vaccine which it 
hopes soon will stamp out in- 
fantile paralysis as a world-wide 
menace,” he said. 

In St. Louis and St. Louis 
county, polic incidence increased 
sharply beginning in 1945, Dr. 
Carl F. Vohs, chairman of the 
medical advisory committee of 
the city-county chapter of the 
foundation, said. 

That year a total] of 134 cases 


were reported in the city-county 


area, as compared to seven re- 
ported in the city in 1943 and 27 
cases reported in the county in 
1944. During the years since 
1945, the city and county never 
reported fewer than 87 cases, 
with peak years of 491 in 1946 
and 513 in 1949. More than 300 
cases were recorded last year, 
including 12 deaths. 

Nationally, Dr. Vohs said, 
more than 200,000 cases have 
been reported in the last six 
years for an annual average of 
33,333. Until 1945 the national 
average was about 10,000 cases 
a year.

Fix It Yourself

How te Lecate Wall Studding. 
STUD, just in case you 
didn’t know, is a piece af 
wood about two inches thick 

and four inches wide which is 
used to form the framework of 
walls. Over this framework is 
applied the interior wall mate- 
rial which can be either wall- 
board or plaster. 

Studding is placed with the 
two-inch side facing out and 
most studs are placed 16 inches 
on center. That means that the 
distance from the middle of one 
stud to the middle of the adjoin- 
ing ones will be 16 inches. 

What this little bit of miscel- 
laneous knowledge gets you is 
that if you can find one stud 
you can measure off from its 
center point 16 inches and find 
the other studs. Now all you 
have to do is to find that first 

tud. 

If the walls are covered with 
plywood or wallboard you can 
find the studding by looking for 
the nails in the covering for all 
these coverings are fastened di- 
rectly to the studding. If the 
walls are plastered or if the 
wallboard has been papered so 
that the nail heads are covered, 
you'll have to use some other 
method. 

One trick is to take a small 
compass and run it horizontally 
across the wall. When the com- 
pass passes over a nail head the 
needle will move. This trick 
works fine except when plaster 
has been applied over metal lath 
or when there is a pipe running 
through the wall. 

Sometimes you can locate 
studding by tapping the wall 
with your fist. You'll get a hol- 
low thump except when there 

is a stud in back of covering. 

Another way te find what you 
are looking for is to examine 
the baseboard for nail heads. 
The baseboard is attached to 
the studding and so once you 
have found a set of nail heads 
you just run a vertical line up 
from this point.

If your face follows the lines 
of the frame in approximately 
the same proportions, your face 
is rectangular.

How It Started

“A Game That Two Can Play At” 
T HIS saying is usually an al- 


lusion to retaliation, though 

not necessarily a threat, as 
our correspondent suggests. In 
most instances, of course, the 
words are plainly intended as a 
warning. 


“Watch out,” someone will 
say, “that is a game that two 
can play at.” . 

The implication is that the 
person addressed must be pre- 
pared to take as muoh, or as 
good, as he gives. 

“A game that two can play 
at” seems to have originated 
with an English poet. Edward 
Fitzgerald is the poet, and the 
saying is traced to one of his 
collected letters, one dated June 
12, 1845. “I told him two could 
play at that game,” is the form 
of its appearance there. 

Fitzgerald's Letters were pub- 
lished in 1901, but in the mean- 
time the expression had gained 
currency. In J. C. Hutcheson’s 
“Crown and Anchor,” published 
in 1896, it appears as follows: 
“I tried retaliation, commenc- 
ing now to hit out with my fists 
in return. ‘Two can play at 
that game, old fellow.’”

UPTON, N.Y., Jan. 11. 
STRANGE harvest was 
A reaves during the past year 
on a 10-acre farm on Long 
Island just 75 miles east of New 
York City. A little piece of 
radioactive cobalt was the cause 
of it all. 

This piece of violently radio- 
active metal housed in a three- 
ton lead pipe “pig” was used 
by scientists of Brookhaven Na- 
tional Laboratory in experiments 
that may someday result in 
changing the size, shape, color 
and taste of vegetables and 
fruits; in different fragrances 
and hues for flowers; in the 
height and yield of cereal crops. 

The time may come when 
we'll have an atomic tomato or 
a radiation-bred turnip like none 
ever seen before. Pear trees 
may grow fruit that taste like 
anything but pears and parsnips 
may come out of the ground 
with a flavor that will appeal 
to even the most passionately 
anti-parsnip people. 

The geneticists at Brookhaven. 
with the caution that is part of 
the makeup of scientists, aren't 
making any guesses about what 
the tomato of the future or the 
parsnip of 1964 may look or 
taste like. They’re busy cor- 
relating the results of a harvest 
of various crops after a season's 
exposure to the lump of radio- 
active metal in the lead “pig.” 

They’re also studying the ef- 
fects of radiations on all aspects 
of plant life, on development, 
growth, yield and heredity, on 
particular organs, on micro- 
organisms and fungi that in- 
fluence growth or that feed 
upon plants, on cells and on 
hormones and enzymes of *the 
plants. 

So far the Brookhaven experi- 
menters have been willing to 
stick their scientific necks out 
far enough ta make only two 
statements. They have “hopes,” 
through their experiments in the 
effects of radiation upon hybrid 
corn, of creating “short corn” 
stocky, half-size stalks that would 
produce as much if not more 


grain than the tall corn we now 
know. And they have announced 
that “by the use of nuclear par- 
ticles from the Brookhaven atom- 
ic pile, it has been possible on 
a laboratory scale to induce dis- 
ease resistance to oat rust in a 
single variety of oats which was 
previously susceptible to it.” 
Although not yet available in 
commercial quantities, this new 
disease-resisting strain may 
eventually save the nation’s 
farmers much of the tens of 
millions of dollars lost each year 
through rust diseases which at- 
tack our oat crop, the country’s 
second Jargest cereal yield after 


corn. 

Actually the _ scientists at 
Brookhaven, an _ establishment 
sponsored by the Atomic Energy 
Commission, started their studies 
of the effect of radiation on 
plant life five years ago. Each 
year they increased the acreage 
and the number of plants on 
their “hot” radiated farm; last 
year some 4000 plants were set 
out on plots totaling 10 acres. 

On the “hottest farm on 
earth,” the ground is plowed in 
a circular pattern. Plants are 
set out in wedges from a central 
hole in the earth. The atomic 
men call this hole “the hot spot,” 
for it is in this hole that the ra- 
dioactive cobalt is buried in the 
three-ton “pig’’ when there are 
workers in the field. A cable 
operated by remote control hauls 
the cobalt above ground, so that 
its radiation can spread over the 
field when the men are safely 
out of range. 

A high fence barricades the 
area and an electronic device in 
a little gatehouse at one corner 
makes it impossible for anyone 
to enter the field without first 
lowering the radioactive metal 
into its shield of lead. But even 
at the gatehouse at the edge of 
the field, the radiation from the 
cobalt—rated by scientists at 
2000 curies—would be harmful 
to a human being after 15 or 20 
minutes, so the atomic “farmers” 
never waste time when operating 
the cable that buries the cobalt 
in the lead “pig.” 

In all their experiments, the 
atomic farmers have found that 
plants nearest the radiation 
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source are almost® invariably 
killed, while those at the far 
reaches of the field, receiving 
little radiation, grow compara- 
tively normally. In the middle 
circles of the field various plants 
react in different ways. Some 
actually appear to flourish un- 
der the moderate dosage of ra- 
diation, while others grow ec- 
centrically. 

So far the scientists are will- 
ing to point to such effects as 
the changes in the leaf contour 
and texture of grapes, apples 
and strawberries. 

“All we can do now is hope,” 
Dr. Seymour Shapiro, co-ordina- 
tor of commercial plant studies 
at Brookhaven, explained. “It 
may be two more years before 
we can say with assurance that 
any of the changes are benefi- 
cial.” 

The scientists explain that a 
change in leaf contour and fig 
ture may in future generations 


affect the flavor of a strawberry 


or a grape through the photosyn- 
thesis process, since all the food 
which goes into the fruit is pro- 
duced in the leaf food factory. 
$ €@¢ @ 

HE Brookhaven experiment- 
T ers and the plant experts of 

18 universities and state ex- 
perimental stations, who are co- 
operating on the “hot farm” ven- 
ture, are vitally interested in the 
mutations produced in plants by 
radiation. 

“We have known for a long 
time that X-rays, ultra-violet 
and other forms of radiation 
sometimes upset the machinery 
of life itself inside plant cells,” 
said W. Ralph Singleton, whose 
work as a geneticist has centered 
on corn. “New forms sprout 
from the plant, or they may 
come later when seed from ra- 
diated plants is grown. More 
often than not these new forms, 
or mutations, are grotesque and 
useless; but every so often a 
change occurs that is of great 
value. About one in every 1000 
mutations that come in grain 
plants, scientists have shown, 
are useful.

parents, and a russet pear from 
a green one, what would happen 
when the immensely more pow- 
erful radiation from atomic 
sources was used? 

“Can atomic energy speed up 
the rate of mutation, or genetic 
change? How much of this ra- 
diation can plants absorb with- 
out serious injury? These are 
the questions our ‘hot’ farm is 
seeking to answer. 

“For instance, we now know 
that the radiant energy from 
treated cobalt will cause hun- 
dreds of times more mutations 
in corn than ever occur natural- 
ly and that we can economically 
treat thousands of plants at a 
time. The corn mutations carry 
over in‘the seed. We've been 
planting a lot of it, sorting out 
the obviously useless freaks, and 
continuing with the types that 
may be useful in the creation 
of hybrids. Some of them, I am 
hopeful, will fit into a breeding 
project that has intrigued me 
for years, the creation of short 
corn. Short corn could be wind 
resistant and easier to harvest. 
Short corn for field planting is 
still in the realm of dreams, but 
it isn’t many years since all corn 
hybrids, as we know them to- 
day, were only dreamed of.” 

The announcement that nu- 
clear particles have been used 
to induce resistance to rust dis- 
ease in one variety of oats will

5 3 ‘Calvin F. Konak, Brook- 
haven biologist, explained how a 
year ago he exposed several hun- 
dred oat seeds of the Mohawk 
variety to neutrons, the nuclear 
particles which emerge from 
uranium atoms as they split in 
the nuclear reactor. The seeds 
were lowered through the thick 
shield surrounding the Brook- ‘

The 
seeds were then planted near 
Aberdeen, Idaho, where the Mo- 
hawk strain thrives, but location 
of the second generation was 
found not’to be a key factor, so 
when this crop was harvested 
the seeds were sent back to Long 
Island for planting at Brook- 
haven, Dr. Konak artificially 
inoculated the second generation 
plants with a type of stem rust to 
which the Mohawk variety is par- 
ticularly susceptible. The plants 
proved to have a remarkable re- 
sistance to the disease. Last fall, 
seeds from the third generation 
of the resistant plants were tested 
in the greenhouse. Again the 
plants were inoculated with the 
rust fungus and again resistance 
was demostrated. 


ease-resistant oats is pro- 

duced in commercial quan- 
tities, farmers will no longer 
have to fear the dread stem rust 
in their oats and fields. 

Among the 4000 plantings on 

the “hottest farm on earth” are 
pine trees, blueberries, peaches, 
apples, grapes, carnations, orna- 
mental shrubs, tomatoes, pota- 
toes, and just about every other 
thing that grows. Somehow even 
some cockleburrs found room to 
grow in the “hot” field. The 
radiation somehow affected the 
flowering time of the cockle- 
burrs and the Brookhaven scien- 
tists found themselves with just 
about as lush a mess of cockle- 
burrs as could be imagined. 
+ The incident may not be with- 
out value. If radiation can cause 
such a commotion in the life of 
a cockleburr, there’s no telling 
what changes radiant energy may 
someday produce in a tomato.

THE WAR SATIRES executed 
between 1940 and 1944, inspired, 
of course, .by Hitler and his 
master race theory, are a telling 
set of cartoons. The “Defenders 
of the Warsaw Ghetto” tells a 
wonderful story of the valiant 
organized resistance of a single 
group against a common enemy.
